NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 1 1 does not clarify the 1 12, 2nd rejection set forth in section 8 of the Final 
Rejection. Specifically, said proposed amendment raises the question of "subsequent" to what? If the product recited in claim 1 is not 
adhered to a substrate, any claim dependent therefrom which adheres it to a substrate is contrary to the parent claim.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is based upon a non-entered amendment. 
However, upon entry, the proposed amendment to claims 1 and 43 would be sufficient to overcome the 1 12, 1st rejection set forth in 
section 10 of the Final Rejection (11/02/06). Additionally, the proposed amendment to the specfication would be sufficient to overcome 
the objection to the drawings set forth in section 4 of the Final Rejection.
